RESOLUTION 

\ Whereas it was decided to delink the Project of History of Indian Science, Philosophy 
and Culture (PHISPC) from the Indian Council of Philosophical Research (ICPR) w.e.f. 
1.4.1997 to provide it greater autonomy and in the Standing Finance Committee (SFC) (the 
appraisal forum for any scheme / project funded by the Government) meeting held on 
December 16, 1997. the following decisions were taken: 

- Department of Education would provide financial assistance according to the work 
plan of the project direct to PHISPC, which would be kept in separate Account of 
the Project. Total assistance to the Project, would not exceed Rs.10.00 crore and 
would be reviewed at the end of the 9* Plan; 

- Audit would be conducted by the Comptroller & Auditor General of India. For this 
request would be made to Ministry of Finance through Ministry of Human 
Resource Development; 

- The sale/revenue proceeds would be credited to the same Account in which Grant- 
in-aid would be credited and would be taken into account at time of release of 
grant; 

- Finance Committee would be constituted in the Project and the FA (HRD) would 
represent the Government; 

- There would be no duplication of infrastructure like libraries, office, office- 
equipment, furniture etc. and the Project would purchase books/joumals which 
were considered absolutely essential for consultation by the senior academics due 
to their age and seniority; 

- The Project would be completed during the financial year 2003-04; 

- The staff requirement would be kept to the minimum and they would have no claim 
for employment by the Government on the completion of the Project in 2004. 

And whereas the Expenditure Finance Committee (EFC) (the appraisal forum for any 
scheme / project funded by the Government), in its meeting held on 10th July 2001, had 
approved the revised cost estimates of Rs.22.75 crores and expansion of Project of History of 
Indian Science, Philosophy & Culture (PHISPC) up to 31st March 2010, subject to following 
conditions: 
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(i) PH1SPC will acknowledge Central Government assistance in all its publications in 
appropriate manner. The copyright of the publications brought out by PHISPC on 
completion of the Project would be transferred to/deposited with ICPR so that 
their future reprint and circulation could be officially ensured. 

(ii) PHISPC would make available an overall plan of action of the Project for approval 
of the Ministry giving therein details of what would be sought to be achieved 
annually along with itemized cost projections. 

(iii) The Finance Committee as constituted by Ministry of Human Resource 
Development would meet at least once a quarter and PHISPC would make 
available a quarterly statement of expenditure along with physical progress to 
Ministry of Human Resource Development. 

(iv) No new posts will be created in the Project. 

(v) The suggestions made for quality controls and expenditure management etc. by 
EFC may be duly considered and implemented by PHISPC; 

And whereas a Special Audit Team conducted a Special Audit of PHISPC and found 
various irregularities, including the following relating to the academic performance of the 
Project: 

(a) granting extension to Fellow editors beyond the stipulated period without proper 
justification 

(b) allotting subjects for its volumes beyond its area - Philosophy, Science or Culture 

(c) projecting 90 volumes despite approval of the EFC for 80 volumes thereby 
stretching the available timeframe for completion of the project; 

Now therefore in the light of the above SFC & EFC recommendations and the 
observations of the Special Audit, the Government of India has now constituted a One Man 
Committee for conducting an ‘Academic / Research Audit’ of the implementation of the 
Project of History of Indian Science, Philosophy & Culture by the Center for Studies in 
Civilizations. 

Accordingly, Government of India hereby appoints Professor Mrinal Miri, former 
Chairperson, Indian Council of Philosophical Research (ICPR), former Director, Indian 
Institute of Advanced Study, Shimla and former Vice Chancellor, North East Hill 
University (NEHU), to conduct an ‘Academic / Research Audit’ of the said project. 

2. Professor Mrinal Miri will submit the report of the One Man Committee to the 
Government of India within a period of six months from the date of the issue of this 
notification. The terms of reference of the Review will be as under 

I. Review and audit the Academic matter of the project; 

II. Review and audit the Research matter of the project; 

III. Review the administrative and financial functioning of the project; 

IV. Probe into non-publication/stoppage of volumes/ books; 

V. Probe into complaints/issues which are pending about the functioning of the Project; 

VI. Consult eminent philosophers on any matter under review, if need be; and 

VII. Make recommendations and suggest remedial measures as are necessary to improve 

the functioning of the Project in the remaining period (till 31.3.2010). 
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3. ICPR shall provide all the logistic support and the same facilities, including TA/DA, to 
Prof. Mrinal Miri, as are admissible to Chairperson, ICPR, till he completes the assignment. 

4. Chairman and all officials of PHISPC will provide necessary records, documents, 
information to the Committee and fully cooperate with it during the process of audit and 
preparation of report.
